The one prominent note of difference be- 


tween Senator Pasco and Mr. Taliaferro, as 


revealed in their speeches before the Flor- 
{da legislature on Monday night, was on the 
tariff. Senator Pasco’s speech was in the 
main on the defensive, and one. of the 
things which he endeavored to explain was 
has failure to support the proposition for a 
revenue duty upon imported Egyptian cot- 
ton. 

At the time this question was before con- 
gress a delegation representing the sea 
island cotton people of Florida urged the 
Florida senators and representatives to sup- 
port such a tariff. A number of petitions 
and memorials were sent to Washington 
from Florida, as they were from Georgia 
and South CarolHna, but the reply which 
Senator Pasco gave to his constituents who 
were advocating this measure was not sat- 
isfactory to them. In his speech Monday 
night Senator Pasco referred to this mat- 
ter, defending his action on the ground that 
the democratic party was opposed to tariff 
on raw materials. He did not go into the 
subject at any length, but that was the 
gist of his argument: he added, however, 
that if the democrats of Florida, through 
their legislature, took another position and 
favored such a tariff, he would obey in- 
structions and vote as they asked him to. 

Taliaferro Believes in Equality. 

Mr. Taliaferro was more explicit in his 
expression on the tariff. He followed the 
lines of the Chicago platform, declaring 
himself for a revenue tariff and his firm 
belief that in the making of such.a tariff 
there should not Le an unfair distribution 
of whatever incidental benefits might come, 
but that the products of the southern states 
should be given the same proportionate ben- 
efit that was given to the owners of the 
looms of New England. 

There was no portion of the Jackson- 
ville man’s speech which called forth such 
hearty applause from his hearers. It may 
have been the positive stand the took in the 
matter, for everybody likes a man who has 


‘the courage of his convictions, even when 


he differs from them; it is probable, how- 
ever, that they cheered him because they 
agreed with his views, for the peop'te of Fior- 
ida have recently had this matter very 
prominently brought to their attention. 
The legislature, at this session, has adopt- 
ed, by a majority vote of both houses, a 
memorial to congress on this subject. This 
memorial asks that in future tariffs such 
arevenue duty be laid upon imported Egyp- 
tian cotton as will make it bear a fair 


. Share of the revenue burdens. 


The man who js chiefly instrumental] in 
securing the adoption of this memorial is 
Senator Frank Adams, the president of the 
Florida senate. The full text of the memo- 
tial adopted is as follows: 

The Memorial Adopted. 


Memorial to our senators and repre- 
Sentatives in congress in reference to a 
duty on Egyptian and jong-stapled cot- 
ton, or on tHe importation thereof. 

Whereas, The present price of long- 
stapled or sea isiand cotton is now fur 
below the cost of production, causing a 
large area of our state to languish and 
@ once profiitabie industry to wane and 
die; and, 

Whereas, The low price referred to is 
not due tu over-production, as is demon- 
Strated by the tact that for a crop of 
104,557 bales in 1896 and 1897 the average 
price for the grade of ‘‘fine’’ was 11. 

~cents, while the last crop, 75,000 bales 
only, or 25 per cent less than the year 
previous, and the average price for the 
grade vf ‘‘fine’’ was 2 cents less, or 9 
cents per pound; and, 

Whereas, The indisputable cause for 
Cur low prices, financial depression and 
agricultural discontent is found in the 
annually increasing importation of Egyp- 
tian cotton, the product of pauper labor; 
and, 

Whereas, The democratic party and 
people have not deemed it derogatory to 
their principles and interests to have a 
duty placed on wool, pinenagten, citrus 
fruits and tobacco; and, 

Whereas, The placing of said duty on 
the above mentioned articles has proven 
a direct benefit to our people, and with | 
which protection they would not part 
Without a struggle; and, 

Whereas, There are but two ways 
whereby the money necessary to main- 
tain the national government can. be 
raised, and since the funds derived from 
internal revenue are insufficient, even 
when made onerous and burdensome, as 
they now are; and, 

Whereas, We are forced from the na- 
ture of things to depend on a tax laid 
upon goods and products imported into 
this country from foreign countries to 
raise funds to assist in the support of the 
government;. Therefore, be it 

Resolved, That it is the sense of this 
legislature that a tariff should be laid 
for revenue only, and arranged so that 
if it shall prove a burden all may 
equally bear it, and if a benefit it may 

equally shared. 

Resolved further, That we are unalter- 
ably Opposed to the free importation of 
Egyptian or other long-stapled cotton.

Senator Adams Explains His Position. 

Senator Adams has his heart very much 
in this matter and expresses himself freely 
upon it. In talking with me today he said: 

“Our position is that which was taken by 
most of the progressive southern members 
in their efforts to amend #he Dingley tariff 
bill when it was beine madé@ by congress. 
We are met by some of those who- disagree 
with us with the cry that we are protec- 
tionists. I do not agree with them in that, 
for T am not a believer in protection for 
protection’s sake. In Pe eon this duty 
on Egyptian cotton, for instance, I believe 
We keep entirely within the tariff plank of 
the Chicago platfoym, which is the demo- 
cratic doctrine. TI have never agreed with 
those who have contended that free trade 
is democracy, for the democratic party 1s 
not in favor of free trade and never has 
been. The democratic party stands for a 
revenue tariff. We believe in raising the 
smallest amount of revenue that the coun- 
try can get along with, but we also believe 
—and it is an essential of democracy—in 
equality of burdens and equality of benefits. 
For a time the men who were in control 
of democratic affairs endeavored to engraft 
upon the party the idea of free raw mate- 
rials. That was done simply and solely for 
the sake of the manufacturers of the New 
England states, who were becoming alarm- 
ed at the development of manufacturing in 
the south, and who manipulated things so 
that they might get their raw materials free 
of duty. The natural result of that was to 
retard the development of the natural Tre- 
sources of the south. We are essentially 
the section where raw materials abound, 


and there never was a more cruel blow at 


the resources of the south than that free 
raw material ‘heresy. I am not a states- 
man nor a theorist: I am a business man 
and I know how the business men of the 
south and the farmers of the south look at 
this question. Any tariff at all must nec- 
essarily give some incidental protection. 
We believe that the rates should be so 
adjusted as to distribute those incidental 
benefits over the entire country, and not let 
the manufacturers of New England, or the 
manufacturers of any other part of the 
country, get all of the benefits. So long as 
the rate asked is a revenue rate there can 
certainly be no criticism of our position on 
the score of democracy. Some people seem 
to forget that the democratic party stands 
for a revenue tariff and not for free trade. 
Perhaps we cannot convert them to our 
way of thinking. But the great mass of the 
people of the south look at the question 
as I do, from a purely practical standpoint, 
and I believe when the qvestion is under- 
stood there will really be no two ways of 
thinking among us. I am certain that the 
democrats of Florida believe as Mr. Talia- 
ferro does and as I do."’

Sergeant Major Is Charged with Sell- 
ing Plans of Fortifications. 

Berlin, Apri] @20.—Sergeant Major A\l- 
brecht, of the One Hiundred and Twenty- 
ninth regiment, has been arrested at Brom- 
berg, Prussia, and taken in chains to Span- 
dua, where the state prison is situated. 

The prisoner is charged with high treason 
in furnishing Russian agents with ietailed 
plans of German fortifications and plans 
for mobilizing the German army.

South Carolina Supreme Court Renders 
Interesting Decision. 
Columbia, S. C., April 20.—The state su- 
preme court tonight filed a decision which 
means that the law against lynching will 
be stnictly carried out, especially that 
clusse which provides that the estate of 
the party lynched shall get $2,000 from the 

county in which he resided. 

The decision was filed by Justice Eugene 
B. Gary, the other three members of the 
Supreme bench concurring. 


CALLS ON HUSBAND’S CREDITORS 


Mrs. Grant G. Gillett Says Cattleman 
Wants More Time. 

Kansas City.. Mo., April 20.—Mrs. Grant 
G. Gillett. wife of the Kansas cattleman 
who failed last winter for over a million 
dollars, is in Kansas City. Today Mrs. 
Gillett saw a number of her husband's 
creditors. 

She declared that all the money she and 
her husband possessed was about $2,000. 
She asked the creditors to give Mr. Gillett 
twenty years time, not molesting him for 
that period, and she promised that-he would 
try to pay back what has been lost through 
his methods of doing business. 

None of the ereditors, so far as can be 
learned, made any promises. Gillett is still 
in Mexico. 


NEW EXTRADITION TREATY NOW 


Mexican Senate Unanimously Adopts 
the Measure. 

Mexico City, April 20.—The senate today 
unanimously adopted the new extradition 
treaty with the United States,

MAY BE THE GERMAN PLANTER. 


Prisoner on the Porpoise Might Not 
Be the Admiral. 

San Francisco, April 20.—The mail advices 
recelved here by the Associated Press on 
April lith “rom Apia Samer and daied 
March 24th, told of a little incident which 
occurred just before the bombardment by 
the American and British warships com- 
menced., 

The German man-of-war Falke was about 
to leave the harbor on some mysterious 
mission when Admiral Kautz signaled her 
to return and take care of the German 
residents, as the bombardment of the city 
by. the American and British was about to 
commence. The German returned to her 
position and during the shelling of the 
city took on board many German residents. 

This incident, combined with the arrest of 
a prominent German planter for aiding the 
rebels, is perhaps the one referred to in 
the Victoria advices of today and in*some 
manner misconstrued by the passengers’ on 
the Aorangi, who were evidently led to 
believe that the commander of the Falke 
had been made a prisoner, and that his ves- 
sel was in danger of being blown out of the 
water by the British and American war 
vessels if she made any suspicious move.” 


NOT CREDITED IN WASHINGTON. 


Administration Doesn’t Believe the 
Story from Apia. | 
Washington, April 2.—The_ statement 
that the commander of the German cruiser 
Falke had been arrested at Apia by the 
commander 


British naval Was at once 
scouted by the officials to whom it was 
referred here. Both Secretary Hay and 


Secretary Long expressed their disbelief 
in the accuracy of the report. 

Attention was directed to the fact that 
the navy department ha@ heard from Ad- 
miral Kautz by cable from Auckland at 
a later date than that upon which the 
steamer just arrived at Victoria must 
have sailed from Apia on her long east- 
ward voyage. Admiral Kautz’s dispatch 
was dated Apia, April 4th, and it was 
forwarded from the nearest cable station, 
Auckland, April i2th. It is regarded as ex- 
tremely unlikely that a steamer could have 
made the trip from Apia to Vittoria since 
April 4th. 

It is pointed out fn official German quar- 
ters that the arrest of the commander of 
one—warship by the commander of an- 
other ship is an absurdity, and, moreover, 
cable’ advices have reached the embassy 
much\Jater than those which a steamer 
coufd \have brought to British Columbia, 
and ‘no. such action was disclosed. ‘The 
British embassy is also without any infor- 
mation of such an occurfence,

NOW TRANSFERRED TO BERLIN. 


Reciprocity Negotiations Are Still Go- 
ing on with Germany. 
Washington, April 20.—The reciprocity ne- 
gotiations between the United States and 
Germany have been transferred to SBer- 
lin, where Ambassedor White is negotiat- 
ing directly with the Berlin foreign office. 
Considerable progress has been made by 
the announcement of the minister of finance 
that Germany could not expect to receive 
under the ‘‘favored nation clause’ the 
same concessions granted to France in the 
recent Franco-American reciprocity ar- 
rangement unless Germany made conces- 
sions similar to those by which France had 

secured the arrangement. 

This reduces the question to what conces- 
sions each country will give, which matter 
is now under negotiation in Berlin.
